Shepard, 27 works for the De­ 
fense Department as a research 
scientist.

W A S H I N G T O N ,

— The man who has flown Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur on cverv air 
journey he has taken in the" past 
six years calls the five-star com­ 
mander “ one of the greatest men 
on earth.” 
He is Lt. Col. Anthony Story, 
MacArthur’s 
personal 
pilot 
and 
aide de camp. 
Story was at the controls of 
the big Constellation, the “ Bat­ 
aan,” as MacArthur bade farewell 
to Tokyo this week. He likewise 
took the general’s personal plane 
in 
and 
out 
of Honolulu, 
San 
Francisco and on to Washington 
as the grim MacArthur sped back 
to address Congress in a joint 
meeting. 
Story — like other MacAi'thur 
aides— idolizes the general. 
In an interview in the general’s 
suite on the 12th floor of Hotel 
Statler here, story said he does 
not know what the future holds 
for either MacArthur or himself. 
But he w'as emphatic on one 
point. 
“I am staying as aide to the 
general, period.” 
Born in St. Louis, the pilot told 
of his three years of service with 
the Royal Air Force in England 
from 
1940 
to 
1943, 
when 
he 
switched over to the American 
air transport command. 
In 1945 he became Mac.Arthur’s 
personal pilot and aide de camp. 
It was obvious he was tickled 
with his assignment. But it has 
not been easy sailing much of the 
time, especially since the start of 
the Korean war. 
“ When you fly for the general, 
you are not just sure where you 
are going to land,” Story said.

Korea that couldn’t have been any 
more than 2,400 feet long. 
Thought For Safety 
“ And that is something when 
you consider that ships as big as 
the Bataan are supposed to land 
on strips 7,000 feet long.” 
He doesn’t look with too much 
pleasure, for instance, on the time 
he flew 
MacArthur 
up to 
the 
Yalu river “ with only a small 
screen of fighter planes for pro­ 
tection.” 
“ That’s pretty dangerous,” he 
smiled, “ flying an unarmed plane 
that far into enemy territory.” 
It was apparent he was thinking 
of the general’s safety and not 
his own. 
“You know,” ’ he continued, “ I 
could always tell whenever we 
were going to make another flight 
into Korea. Any time our forces 
made a good advance you knew 
the general would want to go up 
to the front lines again. He al­ 
ways wanted to go in where the 
troops were as soon as possible.” 
In addition to various flights 
into Korea, Story took MacArthur

As he j repared to leave with 
the MacArthur party for the cap- 
itol, Story said, “ this is not an 
easy job.”

West Point classmate Dwight Eis­ 
enhower, James Van Fleet has 
b een a comb at infantryman most 
of his military life. 
He was wounded once in Franc6 
in World War I after serv ing un­ 
der Pershing 
on 
the 
Mexican 
b order. 
He was wounded twice in World 
War II, w’here, as a colonel w’ho 
prided himself on b eing a dough­ 
b oy while classmates were already 
generals, he was among the first 
to hit the b each on D-Day. 
The stars came fast to Van Fleet 
then, too. 
He learned, at first­ 
hand, the b old, swift tactics of 
Gen. George Patton. Van Fleet’s 
90th div ision troops led the way 
through the Ardennes b ulge; as 
Third Corps commander he spear­ 
headed the Rhine riv er’s Remagen 
b ridgehead. 
After that came two years at 
Gov ernor’s 
Island, 
New 
York, 
winding up as deputy commander 
of the First army b efore he w'ent 
to Greece early in 1948 and b e­ 
came one of their most popular 
Americans—and a highly unpopu­ 
lar Yankee with the Reds. 
Until then, the Greeks had b een 
fighting a timid, defensiv e war. 
Van Fleet, who did not actually 
command b ut superv ised Lb 
arms and supplies and gav e ad 
v ice, 
changed 
the picture. 
He 
needled the Greeks relentlessly. 
And, like the comb at doughb oy 
he has always claimed to b e, he 
spent at least half his time in the 
field. 
“Morale," he said then, “is al­
